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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's Amendnnent filed on 4/14/2009 has been entered with amended 
claims 1,9, 14, 22, 27 and 31 . The status of claim 1 4 is listed as "Previously 
Presented" even though the claim has been amended and to advance the prosecution. 
Examiner treated this claim status as "Currently Amended". In this Office Action, claims 
1-5, 9-10, 14-18, 22-23 and 27-31 are renumbered as 1-19 for allowance. 

2. Based on Applicant's arguments in Remarks section, page 13, lines 1-6, and 
page 18, lines 9-13, Examiner has withdrawn the rejection of claims 10 and 23 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and claims 1, 9, 14, 22 and 31 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. 

3. Based on Applicant's arguments in Remarks section, page 16, lines 10-15, 
page 20, lines 10-19, page 21, lines 5-26, Examiner has withdrawn the claims objection 
and the rejection of claims 1-5, 9-10, 14-18, 22-23 and 27-31 under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Reasons for allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Prior art of record does not teach or suggest or render obvious the 

claimed limitations in combination with the specific amended limitations as 
recited in independent claims 1,9, 14, 22, and 31 . The prior art of record

fails to teacli or suggest in combination of claimed elements including 
"collecting, into a first list, any of the results associated with the one or 
more negative terms" and "collecting, into a second list, any of the results 
associated with the one or more positive terms while omitting from the 
second list any of the results that are in the first list" as recited in 
independent claims 1,9, 14, 22, and 31 .
